amalgam of gold and silver.” 
| The lead, as spoken of, appears to bea 
mistake, as there is no regular defined lead 
as yet discovered, but the material (such as 
brought down to Nevada, and which assayed 
$980 a ton) is to be found in quantities, on 
‘the surface, among the boulders and gravel. 
‘But now comes the trouble: there is no wa- 
‘ter or timber for 20 miles around—conse- 
uently, getting the gold is a hard matter.—
